server and one or more client systems communicate reporting 
system requests and information without downloading any 
executable files from the web server to the client system; 

at least one reporting server operatively connected to the 
at least one web server, wherein the web server and the 
reporting server communicate; 
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at least one data storage device operatively connected to 
the at least one reporting server; and 

the at least one reporting server executing the reporting 
request from the client system using the at least one data 
storage device and transmitting the retrieved information to the 
at least one web server; 

wherein the retrieved information is transmitted to the 
client stem using DHTML and wherein the web server does not have 
a direct connection to the database, as claimed in claim 1.
